NAGASAKI. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

The Imperial Russian visitor arrived here last Sunday afternoon 
in the frigate Svetiand, but without any flag flying to denote that 
he wason beard. Salutes were given to the flag of Admiral Possiet, 
which flew from the foremast, by the Russian flagship Vitiaz, 
French gunboat Linovs, and the Japanese corvette Tukusuna, 
which were returned by the Svetland as she steamed up the har- 
bour. The arrival created but little excitement here, beyond a 
small crowd of Celestials and natives, who dispersed immediately 
the vessel came to anchor; there was nothing to be seen unusual 
onshore. Afloat a little more activity was visible, and boats which 
went alongside with officers in full uniform were numerous. 
Since the visitor has been here it has been something like a bom- 
bardment, owing to the numerous salutes given. The meaning of 
them is not very clearly understood hy the public, but they are 
no doubt given to distinguished Japanese visitors. I hear that he 
will not hoist the Imperial ensign at this port. This evening he 
landed in a barge under a salute from the Japanese corvette, 
which manned yards and cheered. She had flags flying, &. 

This evening an illumination of the native town has’ taken 
place, and also at the Russian Consulate, but the other part of the 
settlement is in darkness.

TIENTSIN. 


A correspondent at this port, under date 20th Oct., says: 
For a week back we have been hearing it said that his Excel- 
lency Li Hung-chang, the Governor General, would, at the end 
of the month, proceed to Taku to inspect the forts there. About 
7.30 yesterday evening we heard the Chinese gunboats in harbour 
fire each a salute of three guns, when we knew his Excellency 
had gone on board one of them to proceed to Taku this forenoon. 
The gunboat passed through the harbour at daylight this morn- 
ing. It is said that his Excellency will return to Tientsin on the 
‘ 31st inst , and that a few days later he will proceed southward to 
visit five prefectures of the province on 4 tour of inspection. The 
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Imperial edict in 1870 notified that the Governor-General would 
yearly pass six months at Tientsin, and six months at Paouting, 
and, as he has already resided here this year over six months, we 
may consider that his Excellency on starting for the south of the 
province a few days hence leaves here also for Paouting. 

Two soldiers belonging to the Viceroy’s Southern Legion, sta- 
tioned at Sekow, about ten Zi from here, were yesterday afternoon 
beheaded for attempting to desert. We had & strong gale yester- 
day aid during the night from the north) making the weather 
much colder. This morning at daylight Fahfdnheit’s thermometer, 
hung inside the verandah, showed 37 deg. 

Onur races will begin two days hence, and as we have just had 
a blow from the north we may reasonably expect fine weather, 
although cold, during the race days. 








SHANGHAI. 
Dates extend to the 8th Nov. The outward P. and O. mail of 
Sept. 20 arrived on the 6th Nov. 


The French mail steamer Sindh, after starting on Friday last, 
was obliged to anchor below the harbour-master's hulk, owing to 
some disarrangement of her machinery. She got away on Satur- 
day morning, the defect in her machinery having been temporarily 
repaired. The races have been the great event of the week. 
Beginning on Friday last, they were finished on Tuesday. Fine 
weather was enjoyed, andthe meeting was one of the most suc- 
cessful ever held in Shanghai. An unusually large number of 
good ponies had been in training, the season for which bad also 
been highly favourable ; and in addition to those belonging to 
local stables, there were several cracks from Tientsin. 

A return cricket match between the S.C. 0. and the Royal 
Navy was played, and resulted in a victory for the former by three 
wickets, after a long and evenly contested game. This squares 
the account with the /ron Duke cricketers, who chiefly made up 
the Eleven, and who beat the local Eleven last spring. 

The small bridge on the Cemetery-road has now been replaced 
by a culvert, over which the roadway is laid, and pending the 
putting up of iron railings on either side, the hardwood balus- 
trades of the old mae were brought into use. On Tuesday 
morning it was found that the railing on one side had been taken 
oe away, while that on the other side had been thrown into the 

reek. 

On the Ist inst. the toll-collectors were withdrawn from the 
Soochow Creek Bridge, and some one has since been employed, 
whether legitimately or not we have not learned, in knocking in 
the windows and otherwise damaging the watchmen’s houses on 
the bridge. Although now at liberty to use the bridge free of 
toll, the majority of the Chinese passengers favour the other, per- 
haps because itis at a point on which a large foot passenger 
traffic debouches from the Gnoamen-road. 

We hear that the Gas Company’s holder at Hongkew has been 
completed, and the residents there are now receiving better light 
thao they have hitherto enjoyed. ‘he holder was first put in 
operation by the company’s manager on Thursday evening last ; 
and will, it is hoped, enable the company to give both settlements 
better gas, and thus meet the numerous complaints of a state of 
matters which the consumers have born patiently for a long time. 
The whole of the machinery has been erected by the Pootung 
Foundry Company. 

Korea appears determined to carry out her policy of exclusive- 
ness most rigidly. We hear that the Regent,f that country has 
ordered all Koreans on Russian territory to return, and has de- 
clared it a capital offence for natives to leave Korea, except when 
they go to China, and even these absentees are ordered to come 
back under threats of minor punishment. : 

From Chefoo we hear that the Netherlands brig Vondel, Capt. 
P. Groubeck, was lost on the South-east Shantung Promontory, 
on the night of the 25th inst., about 11 o’clock. The brig was 
on a voyage from Amoy to Newchwang, and had about 2,000 
piculs of cargo on board. No lives were lust and the captain and 
crew arrived at Chefoo on the morning of the 29th, bringing no- 
thing with them except what they were clothed in, the natives 
near the situation of the wreck having taken forcible possession 
of the ship and threatened to murder the ee and crew unless 
they left the place at once. A friendly junk stood by the vessel, 
and the captain engaged her to convey him and the crew to 
Chefoo, agreeing to pay $160 as remuneration. The junk pro- 
ceeded towards Chefoo, but on the afternoon of the 28th a heavy 
Dortherly blow sprung up, and she was unable to fetch the port. 

he captain and crew were t/:crefore landed from the junk in a 
fishing boat, about fiftcen mil:s from Chefoo, and were obliged to 
trave: that distance on foot. $12 was to be paid to the people 
of the fishing boat for landinz them from the junk. Representa- 
tions have been made to tho native authorities regarding the 
Manner in which the captain and crew were treated, with a re- 
quest that steps be taken to recover their private effects, if pos- 
sible. The wreck has been sold at auction, as it lies, for $200.

Even merchants who have greatly to 
do with natives, and who uniformly,treat with them at their 
offices on equal terms, agree that the Governor's experiment is a 
mistake, “Te would be different were the Chinamen only con- 
temned by the European. In such a case it would be quite right 
to try and break down the barriers erected by,the latter against a 
class possessing many good points.

BANGKOK. 


The Stam Advertiser has the following :— 

In addition to the usual festivities of the season, in which the 
Siamese Kings and Government officers take a very ghar g 5. 
art, the Siamese Government has had his Excellency, H. I. 0. 
Hooperss: his Netherlands Majesty’s Ambassador, and the Com- 
mander van Trojen, and the olficers of H.N.M.’s steam corvette, 
Vice-Admiral Koopman, to entertain og national guests. The 
manner in which the Siamese Government has performed thi# 
duty has been fully detailed im our previous issues. From these 
descriptions it is manifest that this reception has been more 
marked than receptions heretofore given, and much more accept- 
able to European ideas and tastes. Most of the ridiculous and 
absurd requisitions, that the Government previously claimed 
and whick foreign Ambassadors yielded in condescension to their 
weakness, were during the visit of the present Embassy, com- 
pletely ignored by the Siamese Government. Were it not for the 
prostrate attitude of the princes and nobles, in the presence of 
their King at both the public audiences of both the Kings, 
entire reception was what the most fastidious European mu 
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have commended. “ Young Siam,” with its manly bearing and 

ssive tendencies, showed to aimirahle advantage. ‘ Old 

jam,” however, provoked irrepressible s :.iles ; its quaintness can- 

not he praised, viewed from whatever standpoint. Rigid obser- 

vance of European etiquette alone isat an infinite distance from 

true civilisation, and the rigid virtue, honesty of purpose and use- 
ful intelligence that is ics superstructure. 

Mr. Charles Twite, mining geologist to the King of Siam, has 
made two mineral surveys. one of them heing to some old-estab- 
lished gold workings at Kabin. seventy five miles E N.E. of the 
capital, where he found an auriferous quartz lode, in some places 
howing a width of 35 feet, which he traced for about a mile and 
a quarter. The other wasa land journey of 250 miles, through 
jungle, to the northern extremity of Siam, close upon British 
anal. Here Mr. Taite found an immense district of gravel, 
containing gold, but inundated for ahout eight months of the 
year. The western districts appear to be very rich in silver, lead, 
copper, and antimonial ores, as well as iron ores, from which the 
natives manufacture a very superior iron. Siam requires only 
capital and energy to develop its important mineral resources. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to the 21st Nov. The outward P. and O. mail of 
18th Oct. arrived on 18th Nov. The following summary is from 
the Straits Times :— 

The principal news has been tho failure of Messrs. Cheng Tee, 
Wat Seng and Co., and Ong Ab Soon, Tek Eng and Co., following 
closely upon that of Joshua and Brother. A meeting of the credi- 
tors of these firms was held on the llth, when the liabilities of 
Messrs, Cheng Tee, Wat Seng and Go. were found to amount to 
some $560,000 and their assets, good and bad, to less than half 
that sum, while the amount likcly to be realised by the creditors 
was only $90,000 to $100.000, besides $40,000 to secured creditors, 
Messrs. Ong Ab Soon and Co.’s liabilities, roughly estimated, were 
some $320,000, and their assets about $125,000, out of which it 
is believed the creditors may get about $27,500. or less than 9 per 
cent. These and other recent failures led to a meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce on the 12th, nominally to consider the 
present system of credit sales, but there was such a total want 
of unanimity manifested in the opinions of the members, that the 
meeting amounted to nothing, aod the only conelusion come to 
was that each individual member of the body would conduct his 
business to suit himself. 

The case against A. R. Joshua, charged with criminal breach 
of trust, has not yet come on for hearing at the Police-court, he 
having been remanded until the 25th inst. The Oriental Bank 
has instituted proceedings against the Mercantile Bank to recover 
a dill of lading for 280 chests of opium, on which the Oriental 
Bank had made advances in Calcutta, a draft on Joshua, 
with documents, being sentgdown here to the manager of the 
Oriental Bank for collection. A transhipment of the opium for 
China took place here, necessitating a new financial arrangement, 
on the part of Joshua, and a new draft with documents. By some 
means, which will be elucidated in due course, the new bill of 
lading got into the possession of the Mercantile Bank without 
the knowledge or consent of the manager of the Oriental Bank, 
and was impounded for security against a large debit balance of 
Joshua with the Mercantile Bank. An injunction has been ap- 

lied for in the Supreme Court by the Oriental Bank against the 

ercantile Bank to prevent the opium being dealt with pendiag 
a trial at law, and the result was that the bill of lading was 
ordered to be deposited with the Accouptant-General of the Su- 
preme Court (the Colonial Treasurer), to await a further order of 
the Court. This affair has created no small amount of acrimo- 
nious discussion, and has increased not a little the difficulties of 
the situation. 

Taken altogether, the past three weeks have been the blackest 
ever witnessed in Singapore. Never before have there been such 
astounding revelations of sharp practices, kite-flying, and unscru- 
pulous dealing generally. The result is utter distrust, demorali- 
sation, and stagnation in business in the Square, and it is feared, 
with some reason, that the end is not yet, and perhaps the Square 
will not be alone in purgatory for its sins. It is bard to say so, 
but the truth is the truth, and it is well and time that people at 
hume should know it. There cannot be the slightest doubt but 
that Europeans have themselves in the main to blame for their 

resent trouble. They overtrade and encourage overtrade in the 
Bhinese dealers, who are nothing loath, by giving practically un- 
limited credit, the large houses trusting to their del credere ac- 
counts, and each individual merchant, whether doiug a large or 
small business, trusting to luck or his own sharpness to get any 
dealer who is becoming shaky, out of his books in time, leaving bis 
neighbours ina hole. All and sundry have had such a lesson 
read to them in this mouth of November, 1572, upon this over- 
trade and credit system, as they never had bef»re, and such as, 
it is to be hoped, will nut be forgotten for some time to come. 

The Legislative Council have concluded the labours of the 
session. The Summary Jurisdiction Bill and the Prisons Bill have 
been passed, and the Post-office Bill, directed against the Chinese 
private post-offices, has been withdrawn. The session will be 
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formally closed at Penang, whither his Excellency went on the 
16ch. At the meeting on the 8th, the Hon. Mr. Shelford gave 
notice of his intention to ask the Government concerning the 
disturbances at Salangore, whereupon his Excellency stated that 
Tunkoo dia 0 dia did not appear to be abie to preserve the peace 
of the territory, but was exvecting reinforcements fron P.whang. 
Liter private alvices announce that the me fran Pihanz had 
arrived in the t:rritory aad vainel an important post,and Tunkoo 
dit Oolin wis sealing trooos to effect a junction with them, 
when they would be able to meko vor! heid vzvinst their enemies. 

A special criminal session was held at Malicea on the llth, to 
try Overre>, late assistant treasurer, and FPornan lez. late chief 
clerk in the Malacca Treasury, for embezzlement of upwards of 
$9,000. discovered through a surprise survey of their depirtment 
some time back. The case was finished the first day, and the pri- 
soners were sentencel exch to seven yeurs’ transportation. 

The only arrival v/a the Siez Canal has been tha VWenelovs on 
the 11th from Liverpool The departures have been the Patroclus 
and Gov lon Castle for Loadon on the 12th, Godavery on the 19th 
for Marseilles, and A/ma for Toulon, and Surprise for New York 
on the 20th. 

From Labuan we learn by private advices that small-pox was 
spreading all over Brunei, and that no measures were taken to 
arrest its progress. Cuptain Rosas, of the Sanson, on his last trip 
to Labuan, took up with him a handsome little steam:r for the 
Sultan of Brunci. She is about forty to fifty tons register, and” 
cost $16,500. The s. 8. Cleato, Captain Paxton, escorted the 
little new arrival fron Lubuan to Brunei. H.M.S. Hornet, Cap- 
tain Osborn, left Labuan for this port v2 Sirawak on the 5t 
and, we believe, has brouzht down, as passenger, the Rev. W. D. 
Beard, the late and last colonial chaplain of Labuan, whose office 
has been abolished.

IMPORTS. 


Trentstn.—A general improvement in Piece Goods Is reported from 
the North, but the ruling rates were considerubly under those current 
at Shanghai. The close proximity of wiuter was the assigned cause of 
the activity prevailing when the last steamer left Tientsin. Stock« were 
light, and the dealers seemed desirous of laying in their winter require. 
ments while the season was open to them. Prices were gradually creep- 
ing up, and higher quotations are looked for by the next advices. 

Hankow.—A fair amount of business had been done during the 
fortnight, but the demand had not beon 80 active a3 was anticipated. 
In Grey Shirtings quotations showed a marked improvement, but in other 
staples there was little change to note. Woollens had been in very limited 
request, and sales had been of quite a retail character. Cotton Gvods: 
Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs.,show a further advance of 3 candareens per piece, 
and stocks were in small compass. 8} lbs. had also advanced in value 
to about the same extent, ow'ng more to the influence of Shaayhai 
advices, than to any active demand. Ordinary chops were in request 
from Tls. 1.81 to 1.83 per piece, and Eagles also were enquired for at 
Tls. 1.86 to 1,88. No sales of 9 Ibs. 10/12 0z. reported, and quotations 
nominally unaltered. White Shirtings : Sales on 8 most meagre scale at 
about previous rates.

Nota 
single transaction reported. Camlets very quiet and weaker. Medium 
Cloths without inquiry. Lastings in moderate request and best assort- 
ments worth Tls, 11.60. Figured Orleans: No sales. Metals—Lead : 
No sales reported—but quotations one mace higher, Tls. 4.70 to 4.80. 
Quicksilver : Sales at Tls. 80.50. 

CHINKIANG.—Advancing prices in Shanghai were having a corre- 
sponding effect at this place, and by last accounts tho holders of all 
kinds of Plain Cottuns were demanding a still further rise in value for 
their stocks. Drills had been quoted at a fair profit on Shanghai rates. 

SMANGHAI.—Fancy Cottons and Woollen Goods bad been dull of 
sale throughout the week ; but the market for the principal Plain Cot.

1.55 ; ruling raves, 
Tis. 1.50 for Mendel’s Hand and Branch; Tis. 1.52 to 1.53 tor Collie’s 
Chop Dollar, and Tis. 1.54 to 1.55 for finest Stags and Pagodaa. 
Dewharst’s M.T. placed at Tls. 1.47 to 1.48; T. at Tls. 1.32 to 1.35. 
6 lbs., Tls. 1.17 to 1.20 for fair ordinary cloth. 8 lbs., Tis, 1.73 for: 
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Dewhursts M.T., and Tis. 1.623 to 1.70 for other chops. Drills, Jeans, 
and Sheetings had nant attracted mach notice. Drills: Datch and Eng- 
lish, Tls. 9.01 to 3.05, an! Tla. 3.04 to 3.16, Jeans: English, Tie. 2.07 
to 219, Sheetings: Enulish, 14 to 15 Iba, Tha, 2.82 102.97, Fancy 
Cottons: Ded Brocades in demind at Tls. 2.90 for best assorted, and 
Tis. 3.90 for Gentian; Velvereens, 18-inehes to 26-inches in better 
favour; Tls. 2.23 for fair White Brocades has been refused ; Turkey 
Red Shirtings and Black Velvets taken to a small extent. ‘Voollens: 
Market extremcly quiet for nearly every description, Metals: Market 
for Iron of all kits depressed, and few sales had transpired. Lead: 
No demand, and rates unchanged. 

Foocrow.—Grey Shirtings were nominally quoted at $2.70 per piece 
T-Cloths: No salea. Price, $2.25 nominal. Lead: 505 pigs reported 
as sold to teamen at $8.75 per picul. 

Hone Konoa.—Business in imports had been upon a small scale. A 
rather better inquiry bad been manifested, but this had not favourably 
affected prices. The general impression amongst the dealers was that 
values bad secn their lowest, but until more confidence should be manui- 
fested amongst importers and firmness exhibited, no great improvement 
was looked for. Cat'on Yarn: In 16/248 transactions had been con- 
fined to the lower qualities ; best makes weak owing to absence of de- 
mand ; 28/328 in small stock and asked for, but no advance obtained.

Grey Drills: English, no sales are reported. Prices nominally un- 
altered; American, although not in stock, quotcd about 10c. lower; 
Dutch weaker; English Jeans unsaleable. Fancy Goods: Supplies of 
White Spots and White Brocades restricted, but sales difficult to effect ; 
Dyed Spots and Dyed Brocades in trivial demand; Dyed Damasks un- 
changed ; T. R. Shirtings taken for Japan ; Assorted Chintzes and Gen- 
tian Twills disposed of at former values; T. R. Handkerchiefs out of 
request, but Brown asked for to a small extent ; Velvets and Velveteens 
shipped to Jupan; prices firm at a slight advance. Woollens and 
Woreteds: Broad, Medium, and Habit Cloth« all difficult to sell, 
although holders were willing to accept a reduction upon last quota- 
tions ; Scarlet Spanish Stripes of HH and CPH chops wanted at pre- 
vious prices; Assorted without alteration ; Blankets could not be sold, 
as arrivals had been upon a large scale; Long Ells, Scarlet declined 
Ze. to 3c. per piece ; Assorted getting into moderate atock ; Camlets in 
small stock, but rates are above the ideas of dealers. Lastings 
could not be quitted; Crape Lastings not asked for; Figured 
Lustres, inquiry very slight; Plain Lustres of good chop sale- 
able. Metals: Nail Rod Iron declined 20 to 40 cents per pical; Bar 
out of request ; Hoop, fair arrivals and a fall of 25 cents established. 
Round, wanted ; Iren Wire showed a considerable declive ; Steel main- 
tained former rates : Quicksilver und Yellow Metal steady ; Lead, owing 
to advance in England improved, and large speculative purchases made, 
at $5.90 to $6 per picu] for cash, and $6.05 to $6.10 per picul to arrive. 

Canton.—Lenad: Rates had given way slightly, transactions, how- 
ever, had becn limited, and stocks were unaltered. Quotations, tales 
and stocks—Lead: Common quality, $6.25 to 6.30; W.B. quality, 
$6.50 to 6.55 ; Sales, common quality, 600 piculs. Stocks, 3,000 picals. 
W.B. quality, sales none. Stock 600 piculs. 

BaTavIA.—The market for Cotton Goods had been in a depressed 
state, und as the wet season was setting in there was no prospect of any 
improvement. The bosiness transacted had been on a most restricted 
scale, and the sales effected had been so few and so insignificant in 
character as to render it extremely difficult to furnish relia»le quota- 
tions. For all descriptions of plain staples there was an entire absence 
of demand, while the Mahomedao New Year waa approaching without 
materially improving the position of Fancy Goods, asfdearncss of rice 
prevented natives from making their customary purchases for the, festive 
season. 

SINGAPORB.—The market for all imports had been very dull, and 
only a smiull business had been done in Piece Goods,-Grey Goo:ls especi- 
ally having been very difficult to place. There was little change in 
prices, but to move a quintity holders seemed ready to accept lower 
rates. Grey Thirtings had been in poorer demand. T-Cloths of all 
weights remained very quiet and sales were unimportant. White 
Shirtings: Medium and fine makes had been in fair demand. Grey 
Yarn had been neglected, and few sales had been effected; prices were 
weaker. Woovllens were in little inquiry. There was rio business doing 
In Iron, bayers holding off in expectation of seeing prices decline, in 
con-equence of telegrams received from Ergland quoting lower rates. 
Yellow Metal: There had been almost no inquiry, and sales were very 
trifling. Copper Sheathing: The heavier sizes, 18 to 30 oz., had come 
into better request, but there were none in stock; it was difficult, how- 
ever, to obtain remunerative rates. Pig Lead continued dull and slow 
of sale. Coals: Cardiff were in good inquiry, but sery scarce; West 
Hartley difficult to move, unless ut a r duction in price.

Haxxow.—The market continued to be well sopplied for the ad- 
vanced season of the year; Inte arrivals had consisted for the must part 
of Shantun leaf, and lower rates had been accepred for this grade to- 
wards the close. The reported settlements had been 5,496 chests, and 
reshipments to Shanghai about 2.000 chests, 

SHANGHAI.—Mes-rs. Drvadale, Ringer, and Co.’s Report is as fol- 
Yows :—Black: Our season is so far advanced and the business lately 
transact:d of such a limited character that we have but few remarks to 
make therrov. Settlements since the 24th Oct. amount to 5,800 chests 
and 7,250 balf-cheste. Arrivals bave been on a par with sales, leaving 
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the stock at 5,915 chests and 14,900 half-cheste, eqnal to 13,490 chests, 
against 13,000 chests on hand at same time last year. Late arrivals are 
nearly all common. beucath the grade of common Black leaf. Some 
purchases of thesv have been made at 94d. to9$d. Chops of rither better 
quality have been taken at 103d. to 1s. 0}d. Common to fair Hohow at 
1s, 03d. to 1s. 24., and Oopack and Ningchows of similar grade at 1s, 2d. 
to Is. 3jd., a few wmall parcels rather preferable, bringing 1s, 4d. to 
Is. 53d. We quote rates as last advised, the market closing with more 
inquiry. Green: We have to arvise large transactions, settlements and 
shipments during the fortnight aggreyating 53,5U0 half-chests and 
7,880 boxes. English firms have been the principai operators ; we there- 
fore presume that a large proportion of the Tea settled {s intended for 
the London market. We do not quote rates any easier, fur although 
prices bave ranged somewhut lower, we make a proportionate decline in 
quality. Stock is reduced to 54,000 half-chests, against 43,000 half. 
chests at auine date-in 1871. Export to England is 24 millions, and to 
America 1} million pounds in exccss of last year. Prices have ranged, 
for Pingsueys from Tis. 38 to 45, and from Tis. 32 to 45 for coantry 
Teas of averase proportion, some fine lincs selling at Tls. 53 to 60, 
Shanghai packed ure quoted at Ts. 27 to 39.2.5 per picul proportion. 

Foocuow. -Congous had continued in fair demand, and as settle- 
ments had been greatly in excess uf receipt prices had been supported. 
Some 3,400 half-chests of fair to superior cargo Oolongs were settled 
on the Ist and 2nd Nov., on a basis of Tis. 20.3 to 21.3 0.b. for good 
cargo, followed on the Sth by the ,settlement of 850 packages on the 
same basis ; and since then about 21,300 half-chests had found buyers, 
in which were included three fine strings purchased at Tla. 23.55 aad 
26.05, proportion price, or about five taels under the average cost of 
the transactions which took place tw months previously. These fine 
strings were on a basis of about Tis. 17.8 to 19.8 0.b. for good cargo, 
hence the necessity for some irregularity in the quotations for cargo 
grades. Many of the holders of fine strings refuse to submit to the re- 
duction established in the foregoing instance. 

Amoy.—The Ovlong market remained quiet until within a few days 
of the close, when buying was again commenced on a basis of prices 
about $2 below those previously quoted; some 15,000 half-chests 
had been settled, leaving a stock of 30,010, with about 6,000 half-chests 
more to come in to complete the anticipated supply for the season. 
Fair cargo Tea was quoted $18 to 19, und good cargo $21 to 22 per 
picul, Thos.s, Surprise sailed on the 10th Nov. for New York, and 
the British barque Thracian was engaged full for that port at £2 15¢, 
per ton of 40 cubic feet. 

CaNTON .—Small settlements made, and no material alteration in 
the market. Scented Oranye Pekoes had been obtainable on slightly 
easier terms, but Scented Capers had not changed in value. 


SILK. 

SHANGHAI.—A steady business had been done throughout the fort- 
night, resulting in the settlement of 1,500 bales. Prices ware Tis. 
higher for medium to good Tsatlees, lust purchases having been Chop- 
ing’s No. 3 Chicks Tls. 580, ‘‘ Dragon Chop” Tls. 572, “Gold Lica” 
Tis. 545, “ Blue Flag” Tis. 520, “Blue Elephant” Tis. 515, and Red 
Peacock Tis. 495. Common Teatlees, being in full supply and difficult 
of sale at home, were comparatively neglected. In Haioins no business 
had taken place. The Long Reels on offer were too inferior @o0 induce 
purchases, and the same remark applicd to most of the Laeyangs. Ar- 
rivals had kept pace with settlements, but amongst the stock ther - was 
a large quantity of Yellow Silk. Settlements for the fortnight, C:.inas, 
1,000 bales. Total settlements since lst June, 1872, 41,800 bales; 
1871, 38,000 bales ; 1870, 23,550 bales. Comparative unsold stock on 
this market on the 7th November, 1872, 4,500 bales; 1871, 4,500 
bales ; 13870, 4,510 bales. 

CanTon.—The market was very quiet and uninteresting, it being 
the interval between the finish of the Afth crop and the arrival of the 
sixth in bulk; rates were slightly easier, with a slack demand. About 
100 bales of the sixth crop bad arrived in the market, which proved, 
however, to be of but poor quality ; the supplies arriving later may be 
expected to be better. Settlements during the fortaight amounted to 
120 vales, of which some 73 went forward by the last French mail, 
Stock was estimated at 2,000 bales Ts :tlee reel, 60 bales Loungkong, 
50 bules Cumchook and Lacklow, aud 300 of inferior kinds. Rereels 
still remained quiet, and we hear of nu fresh contracts, Prices were 
uncharged, and extra fine Lacklow is scarce.

Foreign Intelligence. 


; HOLLAND. 
{FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RoTTERpDAM, Dg&c. 18. 
The Minister of the War Department has won the battle, or rather 
the fact that a Ministerial crisis was threatened has saved the War Bud- 
get, which was carriid by 46 against 32 votes. This shows a very 
powerful minority, Gencral van Stirum, who has shown himself a good 
military man, has not hid much success as Minister, and general 
opinion is in accordance with whut some papers say, that he is not at 
all fit for his post. He is no debater, and has to read his defence, he 
misunderstands every spvaker, and in a word makes a deplorable figure 
in Parliament. Notwith-tandmyg that he asks for his department a 
credit of seventeen millions, that is three millions more than last year, 
this money would have been granted without much opposition if he 
had only stated a definite plan to reorg:nise our army and onr means 
ofdefence. But this he has not dove. On the contrary, 8 good many 
persous fear that Guess seventeen millions wii] go the same way as 
the 200 millions, which have been thrown away during the last four. 
teen years in so-called “Improvements” of our defeaccs. Thrown 
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away is the correct expression. It was clearly proved during the 
debate that the actual state of our army, and of our fortresses, ren- 
ders us simply defenceleas against any attack from Foreign Powers 
A Liberal member endeavonred to force the Minister to lay before the 
members as soon as possible a plan for the reorganisation of our fortress- 
system. He proposed such an amendment as would enable the Cham- 
ber to refuse the money asked for, only a partial improvement of the 
line of defence Utrecht-Amsterdam. His proposal was, however, re- 
jected after a very sharp dehatc, in which we learn thata “ Fortress 
Bill” is on ita way to the Chamber, and it Is to reach the members in 
conjunction with @ Bill to abolish the system of “ substitution” in the 
army (a measure to which the majority of the Chamber is opposed) 
But these are only promises, and probably months will elapse before 
we hear anything definite. Notwithstanding that the end of the 
year is so close at hand, and that the Chamber is still involved in the 
Budget debates, a day has been lost in discussions upon a Bill to alter 
the East India Budget of 1872—a mere question of form, but which 
created a warm and sharp discussion, of which the issue was that Mr 
van Kirkwyke proposed to impeach the ex-Minister of the Colonies, 
Mr. de Waal, because he had withheld some East India millions from 
the Dutch treasury, and placed them at the disposal of the Colonial Go- 
vernment. Tho majority di-approyed such a proposal, considering that 
there were no reasons for applying the article of our fundamental law 
whieh refers to Ministerial responsibility, After this digression the 
Chamber resumed the debate upon the Budget of the Financial De- 
partment. : 

A general lull prevails on the Bourse, and very few transactions take 
place; prices, however, are well maintained, but there is no speculative 
demand. The money market is very tight; the weekly account of the 
Bank shows, it is true, some improvement, but in the open market 
money is dearer. In my last letter I told you that the Rotterdam Com- 
mercial Society had laid before the members of our Town Council some 
documents, by which it was proposed to purchase 400,000 cubic meters 
of land on the opposite bank of the river, where, according to a fixed 
plan, a new town should be built, as there is no room for extension on 
this side of the river. The town, however, has only at disposal for the 
realisation of this project an amount of f.3,600,000, which is not sufficient. 
Lhe society offers a sum of f.2,600,000 for the land, and the town funds 
will then be sufficient to build a very considerable part of the new town, 
with its harbours and commercial eatablixhments. This project creates 
much interest here, but J regret to say that it meets in the news- 
papers with much opposition, ia the first place, becanse the Munici- 
pulity assigns its rights over to the company, which, it is feared, will 
not study the interest of our city. On the 28th of this month this im- 
portant question must be decided. 

T have already told you that a direct line of British steamers be- 
tween our port and Java will be established next year. I now 
hear that the steamer Wyberton wil be put on the berth here (or ir the 
event of frost at Nienwe Diep), about the 14th of January, to sail on 
the 25th of that month for Batavia, Samarang, and Surabaya, direct 
through the Suez Canal. Subsequently a steamer will be despatched 
from our port regularly every six weeks. It is also stated that a new 
line of steamers will be inaugurated in the month of March, between 
Rotterdam and New York. From Amsterdam I hear more bad rumonrs, 
The number of houses stopping payment increases, the main cause being 
Over speculation in cottou. It seems that the brokers have drugged 
everyone with t!.is article, so much xo, that I find among many import. 
ant commercial houses the proprietor of a ‘ca'é chantant, whuse estate 
shows a deficit of f.75,000. It seems that private liquidation is being 
carried out with good success in many cases. I fear that there will be 
many losers in Java, 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The business done in Colonial Produce since my last letter has becn 
of little importance, and beara evidence of the approaching close of the 
year, in the face of which transactions are, as usual, mainly confined to 
purchases for the hand.to-mouth wants of retailers. Prices are in 
general mainly supported by tle forbearance of holders to press rales. 
Cotton, Coffee, and Tobacco are very firm. 

Corre has relapsed into a very quiet position, but prices arc firmly 
maintained in the proportion of 484c. ior good ordinary Java. Sales 
have been closcd of the following shipments of private imnportations :— 
375 bags Bali,ex Eolue; 400 bags, ex County of Bute; 475 bogs 
Java, ex Elisabeth Maria; 1,110 bags do. W.I., cured by Wyberton ; 
2,182 bags do., ex Electra, at 454c. 

SuGaR.—No change is to be noticed in the market, bat I have no 
transactions to report. Both holders and buyers keep backward, and 
7 revival in the demand is looked forward to until after the turn of 
the year. 

TEA.—Without anything doing, in anticipation of the public sale ad- 
vertized here for the 19th inst., of 351/4, 5,813/12, and 2,185/16 chests 
China, ex steamer Duna from Foochow, valued by the brokers at from 
83e. to 140c. ; in addition to which 100/12 chests China Congou will 
also be brought to the hammer. The business done in our market hag 
been mainly confined to the sale of 117/4 chests China Pekoe, ex 
Cheops, being a portion of the lots bought in at. the public auc:ion of 
the 25th October last.

COURT OF COMMON PLEAS. 
TRAUTMAN V. LAY. 

The plaintiff in this case (which was tried on the 17th inat. before 
Ohief Jastice Bovill and a svecial jury) wasa mercbant io the City and 
also at Shanghai, and the defendant was formerly Chief Inspector of 
Chinese Customs at Peking, and in 1867 became commissioner for the 
Japanese Government, and was employed to raise a loan of £1,000.000 
for them for the purpose of carrying out some railway works. There 
was an a:rcement to employ the plaintiff as agent in this transaction, 
and he also had a power of attorney to act for the defendant. Things 
went on upon this footing for some time, but on the 3rd of June the 
defendant wrote to the plaintif__ Permit me by this to withdraw from 

ou my power of attorney as to Japan, dated 5th Febraary, which has 
me unnecessary by an undertaking on the part of the Oriental 
Banking Corporation to act as my agent in all monetary matters con- 
nected with the Japanese Government, and the friendly relations be- 
tween the Government and the Oriental Bank, you will at once see, 
make thie a moat desirable atep.” The plaintiffelaimed in this action 
damages upon the ground that he had been improperly dismissed from 
his employment as agent, and one of the questions raised upon the re- 
cord was whether the defendant was or not justified in dismissing the 
plaintiff. Sir John Karslake, Mr. H. Lloyd, Q.C., Mr. M'Intyre, Q.C., 
and Mr. A. L. Smith appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. Giffard, Q.C., 
Mr. Staveley Hill, QC., and Mr. Nasmith for the defendant. 

Much correspondence was read; the plaintiff was examined at 
length, and much discussion took place, the case occupying a day and 
a half. In the end an arrangement was come to between the counsel 
that there should be a verdict for the plaintiff for the damages in the 
declaration, subject to an agreement which had been come to between 
the parties which was not made public. The costs in the suit are very 


heavy. 
COURT OF CHANCERY. 
DIVORCE SUIT.—HOWELL V. HOWELL. 

An application was made fo Vice-Chancellor Malins by counsel on 
behalf oF Mr. Howell, the late secretary to the P. and O. Company, 
to restrain the defendant, Mrs. Howell, from taking proceedings in the 
Divorce Court to obtain alimony from her husband, the plaintiff. The 

rties were married in 1865; and, unhappy differences having arisen 

tween them, a deed of separation was executed in 1869, by which 
Mr. Howell undertook to pay to his wife the annual sum of £400 80 
long as he should continue secretary to the Company; and, upon his 
ecasing to retain that appointment, then he was to pay her the sum of 
£100 a year, and Mra. Howell by the same decd covenanted that she 
would not molest the plaintiff, or endeavour to seek restitution of con- 
jogal rights. or seek to obtain from him a larger allowance than that 
which was provided by the deed of separation. Mr. Howell had now 
@eaeed to occupy the position of secretary to the Company, and he had 
proposed to allow his wife the annaal sam of £250, being £150 more 
than was provided for by the deed ; but Mrs. Howell, not being satisfied 
with this sam, had taken proceedings in the Divorce Court to enforce 
a larger amount of alimony, which it was submitted was a breach of 
the covenant contained in the deed. 

The Vice-Chancellor made an interim order for an injunction to 
extend over the next motion day.

A vacancy bas occurred on the list of officers in receipt of naval 
ions in consequence of the death of Retired Captain J. R. Fittock. 
he deceased officer, who expired at bis residence at New-cross, in his 
eightieth year, was promoted to the rank of master in the Surly, 10, 
eatter, at the Nore in 1827, and scrved in the Blenheim, 60, during 
the operations in China, from 1840 to 1842, and was present at the 
taking of the Bogue forts, Canton, Amoy, Chuean, and reli He 
was transferred to home service in 1855, bnt went again to China in 
1856, on special service. Was promoted to retired captain in 
1858, and he obtained a naval pension in 1868. The death is also 
recorded of another naval officer who served in China, Commander 
T. B. Christopher, who died last week at Castletown, in the Isle of 
Man, at the age of sixty. He served throughout the naval operations 
in China, where he wag nominated in 1841 acting lieutenant of the 
Blenheim, and was eubeequently confirmed in that appointment and 
transferred to the Herald He returned to England in 1843, having 
received a medal for his services in China. 

Major F. J. Hutchison, half pay late 64th foot, recently retoroed 
from Ceylon, where he acted for five years as deputy assistant quarter- 
master general, hus been selected to succeed Major Griffiths, Royal 
Artillery,fas garrison instractor at Devonport. Major Hutchison en- 
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tered the Army Dec. 22, 1848, and became Major April 1, 1870. He 
served with the 64th Foot in the Persian campaign of 1858, includin 
the storm and capture of Reahire, and surrender of Bushire (medal” 
with clasp). Served also in the Indian mutiny campaign, including 
the action of Kerkeroulie, capture of Bareilly, attack of Mohomdee, 
and affairs of Snahjehanpore and Bunnai (medal). 

Captain Hewett, V.C., who commanded the Ocean, the late flag-ship 
of the China station. has heen selected by the Lords of the Admiralty 
to succeed Cuptain John E. Commerell, V.C., C.B., as Commodore of 
the second class and Commaniinz-in-Chief Her Majesty's abips on 
the Cape of Good Hope and West Coast of Africa station. Captain 
Hewett will commission the iron-built, wood-sheathed, unarmoured, 
acrew corvette Volage, 3,078 tons, 4,532-horse power, at Portsmouth, 
to carry his Commodore's broad pendant, and to relieve the Rattle- 
anake, now carrying the pendant of Commodore Commerell. 


THE CHINA FLEET. 

By the latest advices wo learn that the movements of the China 
fleet had been as follows:—The Jron Duke, 15, armour-plated ship, 
Captain W. Arthur, and the Curlew, 8, gun-vessel, Commander D. 
Boyle, were to leave Nagasaki on the 26th of October for Woosung 
and Shanghai. The Burrosa, 17, screw corvette, Captain J. L. 
Moore, left Nagasaki on the 2lst of October for Yokohama. The 
Adventure, troopship, is engaged exchanging the 10th and 80th Re- 
giments between Singapore and Hong Kong, and will probably have 
completed the service by the end of January. The Jfidge, 4. gun 
vessel, Commander J. T. Grant, left Shanghai on the 24th October 
for Hong Kong, to pay off and prepare for recommission; her 
present crew will come home in the Juno. The Sylvia, sur- 
veying vessel, Commander H. C. St. John, having received the 
s.unding gear for which she waa waiting at Hong Kong, was under 
orders to leave for the Cape and England on the 16th of October. The 
Zebra, 7, sloop, Commander the Hon. A. Denison, returned to Singa- 
pore from Butavia on the 24th of September. The Hornet, 4, gun- 
vessel, Commander J. B. Barnett, left Singapore on the 5th of October 
for Sarawak and Labuan. The Juno, 6, corvette, Captain J. R. & 
Baird, arrived at Nagasaki on the 17th of October from Hong Kong, 
and was ordered to sail for England on the 11th of November. Vice- 
Admiral C. F. A. Shadwell, C.B., Commander.in-Chief on the China 
Station, was at Tientsin, in the Salamis, on the 4th of October, having 
returned from a visit to Peking. He left on the 5th, reached Nagasaki 
on the 21st, and arrived at Shanghai on the 24th of October. The Admiral 
intended to remain there four days. The Cadmus, 17, corvette, 
Captain W. H. Whyte, arrived at Shanghai on the 16th of September 
from Nagasuki. The Barrosa, 17, corvette, Captain L. J. Moore, 
left Hong Kong on the 8th of September for Nagasaki, to meet the 
Admiral. She was to sail thence for England. The Thistle, 4 gua- 
vessel, Commander H. J. Let, has received orders to remain at Tient- 
sin for the winter. The Avon, 4 guo-vessel, Commander J. C. Patter- 
son, left Shanghai on the 15th September for Hankow, to relieve the 
Leven, ordered to Kiu Kiang. The Ourlew, 3 guu-vessel, Com- 
mander D. Boyle, was ordered from Tientsin on the 5th of October to 
proceed to Chefoo and Nagasaki.

A LETTER received from a passenger by the P. and O. steamer Nubia, 
dated Maita, December 8, refers to a frightful disaster at sea. The 
writer of the letter saw a large steamer called the Dalmatian founder, 
and all were lost ; two other vessels ran into one another and both went 
down. ‘ 

The United States frigate Hartford, Captain Macauley, has arrived 
at Malta, from New York and Gibraltar, bound for China. She hag 
some small defects in her machinery; after making them good -he 
will proceed immediately for her destination, via the Suez Canal. She 
saluted the garrigon with 21 guna and the Naval Commander-in-Chief 
with 16 gans. The salutes were immediately returned. 
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of the Maria Luz coolies, CHEN, the magistrate of the Mixed 
Court at Shanghai, was sent over to represent his Govern- 
ment at the trial. On his arrival at Yokohama he was treated 
with the greatest courtesy by the Japanese officials, and one 
of the principal palaces of the city—that in which the Duke 
of Ep1nsurGH was lodged—was placed at his disposal. While 
the inquiry lasted the coolies were housedand fed at the expense 
of the Japanese Government; and when the decision of the 
Court declared them to be free men they were banded over to 
Cun, who returned to Shanghai with his 228 clients, doubt- 
less much pleased with the reception he had met with in 
the land of the Rising Sun. Fortunately the courtesy and 
humanity shown by the Japanese in this case seem t> have 
made a real impression on the Chinese mandarius ; for we 
hear that not only were the rescued ooolies taken, on landing, 
under the immediate protection of the Shanghai authorities 
until such time as a ship could be chartered to take them to 
their native province of Kwang-tung, but that orders had 
been issued that passages should be provided for forty-five 
Japanese sailors, who had been wrecked near Chefoo, to their 
native land, ut the expense of the Chinese Government. 
Both nations are to be congratulated on the result of this 
first post-treaty international communication, and it leads 
us to hope that the civilising example set by Japan will not 
be without its effect on the conservative instincts of the 
Chinese.

In the present condition and pros- 
pects of the Consular Servioe it is not surprising if the junior 
members, and especially the more active and promising 
among them, should endeavour to seek a career elsewhere 
than in the service of the British Government. 





Tue report of au action, TRauTMaN v. Lay, will be found 
in another column.

incomprehensible. 


THE Netherlands India Steam Company will, we understand, 
commence next April or May to run a steamer from Batavia 
to Australia and back, calling at the principal ports of Ade- 
laide, Melbourne, Sydney, and Brisbane, aud returning via 
Torres Straits, or by Cape Leeuwin according to the season. 
The Company is supported in this service by a small subsidy 
from the Dutch Government, is bound to make five voyages 
in each year, and has liberty to call at intermediate ports, 
both in going and returning, so that the steamers will pos- 
sibly call at Fremantle, in Western Australia, and at Timor 
(Koepang), if inducement offers. 


WE understand that the Frencb Government is occupied 
at the present moment iu the organisation of an expedition 
to explore the river Tong-kin and the province of Yunan ; 
the command of the vessel appointed for this duty has been 
given to Lieutenant Denaporte. A scientific mission is alao 
charged with the exploration to the centre of China; this 
latter is placed under the superintendence of M. DarBy DE 
TizRsaint, French Consul at Canton, and is also organised 
and assisted by the Marine Department. 


Tue Consecration of the Rev. W. A. Russet as Bishop 
of North China was performed by the Archbishop of Can- 
TERBURY on Sunday, the 15th iust. A full accoant of the 
ceremony will be found in another column. A correspondent 
in our last issue called attention to the impolioy of giving so 
wide a name to the appointment as “ North China,” and it 
is to be feared that mischief will crop up at some future day 
on this ground. Nothing is decided at present as to a 
Bishop for Victoria, Hong Kong. 


Tae Crown Agents for the Colonies have engaged for the 
Hong Kong Government twenty men from the Metropolitan 
police force, at a salary of $40 per month. These men will 
be provided with a passage to Hong Kong by one of Ho t's 
steamers in January ; should they serve five years and give 
satisfaction, they will be provided with a passage home. 
Mr. Creacu, the Deputy-Superintendent at Hong Kong, who 
has been on a visit to this country, has, we believe, approved 
the men selected. 


THE Japanese Ambassadors, with their Secretaries and suite, 
left London on the 16th inst. for Paris, where they were re- 
ceived by special delegates of the French Government, in- 
cluding Baron Ourrey, and quartered at the Hotel on the 
Champs Elysee, Jately occupied by the Turkish Ambassador. 
Their stay in Paris wiil probably extend over two months. 


Tue Great Hastern has now on board nearly 2,000 miles 
of telegraph cable, which hag been contracted for by the 
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Telegraph Construction Company with the French Atlantic 
Telegraph Company, to be laid next June, between a point 
at the Land’s-Eud and New York, touching at Halifax. 
This cable will be counected with special land lines, or un- 
derground wires, so as to carry the messages at once into 
the city of New York. 


WE understand that the Governor of Yedo, JasHiz 
Krxonasa Yurt, and K. Iwami returned to Yokohama by 
the last mail. Mr. Yuri has been making inquiries respect- 
ing municipal government, police, and other regulations in 
cities, in order to avail himself of any useful measures for 
the government of the city of Yedo. 





Tue directors of the P. and O. Company have arranged 
with the various railway companies to grant through tickets 
to passengers by their vessels, to Venice and Brindisi. This 
will be greatly appreciated, as much uncertainty and annoy- 
ance has been experienced hitherto. 


Advices from Australia mention that Prince Philip of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha was at Sydney, and was to proceed from 
there to China, accompanied by his brother. The first cargo 
of Japanese produce, consisting of rice, salt, and bricks, ar- 
rived at Sydney on the 5th of October. 


THE CONSECRATION OF THE BISHOP OF NORTH 
CHINA. 

The ceremony of consecrating the Bishop for North China was 
perfurmed at Westminster Abbey by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, together with the Bishops for Mauritius and Hudson’s Bay, 
on Sunday, the 15th inst. The Archbishop was assisted by the 
Bishops of London and Rochester and Sierra Leone, with Bishops 
Claughton (late of Colombo), Anderson, Ryan, and Mcllvaine, 
U.S. The newly-appointed Bishops are the Rev. Peter Roys- 
ton (formerly of Trinity College, Cambride, and late Resident 
Tutor of the Church Missionary College at Islington), for the 
Mauritius; the Rev. J. Hordern for the Hudson’s Bay District ; 
and the Rev. W. A. Russell for North China. The sermon was 
preached by the Rev. Canon Miller, Vicar of Greenwich. 

At eleven o'clock the Bishops intended to perform the service 
entered the choir and proceeded to the Sacrarium. The Arch- 
bishop opened the service, the Bishop of Rochester and the Bishop 
of London following. The preacher, Canon Miller, was then con- 
ducted to the pulpit, and took for his text Acts xv., 26 v., ‘* Men 
that have hazarded their lives for the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

He began by pointing out what he considered a defect in our 
Prayer-book, namely, that there were no special prayers for such 
an occasion as that they were met to celebrate ; he thought he 
might say this without any feeling of disloyalty. Much and 
highly as he venerated the Prayer-book, he must own—and all 
would own—it was not perfect ; it was the composition of man, 
after all. Men, cold, selfish, calculating, worldly men, said our 
missions were a failure ; he denied it most emphatically. What 
was it that had called forth the Day of Intercession, which was 
to be kept on Friday next? The failure of missions? No; but 
their great success. Tho field was so wide, the harvest so great, 
but the labourers so few. Therefore they were going to pray the 
Lord of the harvest to stir up men—not illiterate men, not men 
unsuited for the work, but men of piety, of learning, of devotion, 
of zeal, and love of souls, to go forth from our universities, from 
our country vicarages, from friends and home ties, to work abroad 
in distant and unhealthy climes, for God and the love of souls. 
There had been blots, sad blots, in some of the missionary work ; 
but there was a long roll of those who had forsaken all in order to 
carry the blessings of the Gospel, in order to tell of the love 
of Jesus to those who knew him not. Time would indeed 
fail him to enumerate half the list ; and those who were now 
going out, and who were to be consecrated that day, were 
men well tried for the work. Our missions a failure, said 
the canon : as men judge, yes—as God judgeth no. Had a reli- 
gious census been rm in the days when our Saviour worked on 
earth, when the few assembled in the upper room, it would have 
been denounced by worldlings as a complete failure, but the 
quiet unobserved work which the Saviour did would not appear in 
8 religious census ; but we knew for certainty of lepers being 
cleansed, the deaf made to hear, the blind to see, the dumb to 
speak, ah! and many a soul not told of in the Gospels, succoured, 
comforted, forgiven, blessed! In a magnificent peroration the 
learned and eloquent canon spoke of the fitness of those about to 
be consecrated, and implored the vast congregation not to be mere 
sightseers, but to spend the time in prayer for God’s blessing on 
them. He trusted that the two great ‘societies, the Church Mis- 
sionary Socicty and the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel, 
would work in harmony and achieve yet more glorious results, 

At the conclusion of the sermon the Archbishop of Canterbury 
took his seat in his vice-regal chair, in front of the altar, the 
three candidates were then presented, separately, by two Bishops, 





as fit and proper persons ; the Archbishop requesting Mr. Dyke, 
the Apparitor-General (in the case of each one) to read the 
““Queen’s License,” for creating the said Bishops. The Rev. Mr. 
Royston, Mr. Hordern and Mr. Russell then took the oaths 
administered by the Bishop of London. 

The Precentor than chanted the litany, the choir giving the re- 
sponses. and after a short interval the threo Bishops. standing in 
front of the Archbishop, were asked the usual questions regard- 
ing their faith, &c., to which they gave assent, “ By the help of 
vee T will so do.” They then retired and robed, the choir chant- 

the Veni Crentor; on reappearing they knelt before the Arch- 

shop, who, with the whole six Bishops, placed their hands on 
os head of each, pronouncing the formula of consecration, 
“ By our hands receive, &c.”” The three Bishops then entered the 
altar rails, and the offertory basins were handed round, the Arch 
bishop’s chair being removed. This ended, the Archbishop admi- 
nistered the Holy Communion to the Dean of Westminster, the 
Bishop of Lendon, and the Chief Canon. The Dean communi- 
cated the newly consecrated Bishops and the other Bishops, after 
which the clercy and visitors approached the altar, and were 
communicated by all the Bishops present. 

The Benediction was then pronounced by the Archbishop, and 
the Bishops retired to the “ Jerusalem Chamber” to disrobe 
and preseat the offerinzs to the Church Missionary Society. and 
the Society for Propagating the Gospel. The ceremony occupied 
over three hours, the abbey being crowded. It was intended that 
four bishops should be consecrated, but some difficulties have 
arisen in reference to the appointment of the Rev. H. Rowley to 
the bishopric of Madagascar, and the consecration has consequently 
been deferred.

The half-yearly meeting of the Ceylon Company was held on 
the 17th inst., Mr. L. Acland in the chair. The report stated 
that the crop of coffee, which the directors. in June last, stated 
would be exceedingly small, had not proved more satisfactory 
than they“anticipated. There was, however, every reason to sup- 
pose that the deficiency of this year was quite exceptional, and 
the directors felt justified in proposing the division of an interim 
dividend at the rate of 3 per cent. per annum, drawing upon the 
reserve or undivided profits for payment, as they looked forward 
with confidence to replacing the amount so drawn before the end 
of the financial year. The deficiency in the crop had affected the 
whole island. The total produce in 1869-70 was 1,019,242 cwt., 
in 1870-71 923,276 cwt., while that for 1871-72 was only 758, 777 


ewt. 

Atthe meeting the chairman stated that decrease in the dividend 
was owing to the smallness of the coffee crop at Ceylon. If the crop 
had been the same as last year the accounts would have been in a bet- 
ter state than they were that time last year. The smallness of the crop 
was owing to the unfavourable weatl.er, it being wet when dry weather 
was required, and dry when wet weather was wanted. As regarded 
the crop of the company, it was one-third less, having been last year 
59,458 cwt., while for this year it was only 42,000 ewt. True, hizher 
prices hud been attained, but they had not comp: urated for the falling 
off in the supply, for while the crop was one-third less they had only 
received an addition in the sales of one-ninth, while the cost for a snail 
crop was as great as for a large one, the expenses being upon the num- 
ber of acres under cultivation, and not upon the quantity picked. They 
foresaw in June last that there would be a small crop, but could not 
say what effect it would have upon the arcounts. It had been usual to 
declare an interim dividend out of the balance of profit upto the 30th 
of September, but it was evident it could not be done on the pre 
sent occasion, The question of the payment of a dividend, however, 
engaged the anxious attention of the dircctors, and after much delibe’ 
ration it was decided to entrench upon the reserve fund and pay a 
small interim dividend, that fund having been in a great measure pro- 
vided to make up dividends. The directurs had been urged by some 
shareholders net to pay any dividend upon the present occasion, but 
the board deemed it best for the general interest of the proprictary ‘that 
a dividend should be paid, and be hoped the meeting would approve of 
that course, From Mauritius the accounts were sati-factury; the 
augar crop, though being late, was of good quality, and was realising 
higher prices, The coffee crop now being yathered in Ceylon would, 
if the prices now ruling were maiutained, fully make up for the deti- 
ciency in the last crop. Some slight discussion having ensued relativo 
to the «states having been overvalucd, the paying of too high dividends 
in the carly history ef the company, the necessity of having a managing 
director in Ccylon, and of the board of directors being re-formed, the 
Feport was advpted and the dividend declared. 

It is announced that interest at the rate of 5 por cent. per 
annum will be paid on Great Northern Telegraph shares on the 
let January. 

Vice-Chancellor Malins has been engaged for nearly three 
weeks in trying the case of ‘ Parker v. Harvey Lewis, M.P., and 
others,” in which the registered public officer of the National Bank 
asked the Court to declare that Mr. Harvey Lewis. M.P., Sir 


Joseph M‘Kenna, and Mr. F. B. Henshaw were liable to make 
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good to the National Bank the sum which it was bound to pay 
under the compromise of the suit which had reference to the pur- 
chase of the banking business of Charles Lafitte and Co. The 
hearing of evidence and arguments in the suit was brought toa 
close on the J6th inst. The Vice-Chancellor said that the im- 
portance and the complexity of the case required him to postpone 
judgment until January ; and paid a tribute to the skill and 
ability with which, on both sides, the case had been conducted. 
The accounts from Manchester continue to report difficulties. 
The suspension is announced of the old established firm of Messrs. 
J. A. Simpson and Son, of Preston, manufacturers, with liabilities 
of about £35,000; and Messrs. Sale, Shipman, and Co., of 
Preston and Manchester, have filed a petition in the Preston 


County Court. 

Tenders for £650,000 in bills on India were received on the 
18th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted 
were :—To Calcutta, £415,700 ; Bombay, £220,000 ; and Madras, 
£14,300. Tho minimum was fixed, as before, at 1s. 10}d. Ten- 
ders on Calcutta and Madras at ls. 10$d. will receive about 14 
per cent.; and on Bombay at that price, 24 per cent. ; above, in 
full. These results show a somewhat increased demand for the 
means of remittance to the East. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company's steamer 
Delhi, which left Southampton yesterday, was in gold—to Galle, 
£1,860; to Madras, £498; io silver—to Bombay, £4,500; to 
Singapore, £3,600 ; to Shanghai, £3,100"; to Hong Kong, £3,880 ; 
to Hobson’s Bay, £745 ; ; to Sydney, £26,000 ;—total, in gold, 
£2,358 ; in silver, £41,825. 


Bar Silver, owing to short supplies, has improved to 59}d. for 
Fine Bars, the demand being principally for the Continent. 
Mexican Dollars, to the value of about £40,000, have come to 
hand from New York and the West Indies ; they have been taken 
chiefly for the China and the Straits, and tho prices have been 
unaltered.

Tae NovgMaHAL FROM JAPAN.—CHARGE AGAINST THE CAPTAIN AND 
Mate.—Immediately on the arrival of the Nourmabal from Hiogo, 
three weeks ago, the Board of Trade instituted an inquiry into the 
conduct of Alfred Milledge, master, and John Carolan, the first mate. 
Charges of member from drunkenness and other causes having 
been preferred against them, the inquiry was held by a local marine 
board at St. Katherine’s Dock House, Tower-hill, presided over by Mr. 
Mande. The proceedings were brought toa close on the 13th inst., 
the evidence being chiefly confined to some three or four instances of 
gross drunkenees at times when there was the greatest need for 
sobriety. It transpired that ale, wine, and spirits, part of the Nour- 
mahal’s outward cargo, had been broached, and that Captain Milledge 
was cognisant of the fact, not objecting to partake of liquor, which, as 
he saw, had been taken out of the ship's hold by young lads acting 
under the mate. Although claims for short delivery have been made 
against the owners. yet no entry of deficiency appears in either the 
ordinary or official log. The Board, after a most patient investigation, 
decided that the charges had been fully proved, and ordered the certi- 
ficates of both master and mate to be suspended fora period of six 
months, the chairman observing that the suspension would have been 
for a longer period but the board had taken into consideration the 
fact that this was the first occasion on which either of the dolinquonts 
had been placed on trial for such offence.}
